‘CUBAN OFFICIALS 
DEPLORE OUTRAGE 


Tendency Is To Blame 
Communists, Although 
No Authority Is Willing 
To Make Direct Charge. 


| HAVANA, May 27.—4\—Four 
men fired a volley of shots from an 
automobile into the doorway of Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Jefferson Caf- 
fery’s home today in an assassination 
attempt which resulted in critically 
| wounding a soldier on guard. 

The attack, culminating several 
days of sporadic terrorism which in- 


cluded revelation of a plot against 
the ambassador's life, coincided exact- 
ly with the hour at which he usually 
leaves his home for the yacht club. 

The assailants, unidentified and stil] 
uncaptured, used a sawed-off shotgun. 
|Their bullets struck a soldier, Fran- 
| cisco Ortega. His right leg was torn 
off by a bullet apparently of explo. 
Sive nature. He was reported near 
death. 

The incident created intense excite- 
ment in Cuban official cireles. Presi- 
dent Carlos Mendieta called a meeting 
of the cabinet. Although its purpose 
was said to be for discussion of the 
new gold decree. a member declared 
the session would be devoted to ways 
and means of breaking up a plot 'aid 
to radicals and communists against 
the United States ambassador and 
against American property in Cuba. 

The entire police department was 
mobilized in an effort to capture the 
assailants. 

A soldier who was sitting in Caf- 
fery’s automobile waiting for him an- 
swered the assailants’ fire and gare 
chase, but they eluded him. 

Although police said the wounded 
soldier was standing in front of Caf. 
fery's door, members of the embassy 
staff said he was wounded in front of 
a house two doors.from Caffery’s 
where he took shelter when the shoot- 
ing started. 

The embassy, which fs not the am- 
bassador's official residence, is located 
some six miles away in downtown 
Havana. 

Cuban officials crowded to Caffery’s 
home tonight, and with other friends 
of the ambassador expressed their re- 
grets at the incident. 

Caffery, who continued on his war 
to the Yacht Club after calling at 
the embassy for a few minutes, re- 
fused to say who he thought the as- 
sailants might be. The ambassador's 
residence and the embassy offices are 
in separate localities,

pecially in view of the fact that a 
man was wounded,” he said. “I am

Intense Excitement.

The Saar. 

Next year the inhabitants of the 
Saar region must decide by referen- 
dum whether they want to be re- 
joined to Germany, or rejoined to 
France, or administered by a com- 
mission appointed by the League of 
Nations. At present the League is 
in charge of the Saar region. The 
German government is doing all in its 
power to bring pressure to bear on 
the inhabitants that they act in favor 
of the fatherland. That huge dem- 
onstration in which 200,000 Germans 
participated and where Dr. Goebbels 


to return to the reich, was held with- 
in one mile of the Saar frontier. 
-Inside the Saar province nazi pa- 
pers and anti-nazi papers conducted 
a furious campaign of bitter propa- 


ganda. Anti-nazis have heen promised 
severe punishment in the event the 
plebiscite goes in favor of Germany 
Herr Goering, the Prussian prime min- 
}ister just declared that he realiy 
needs 48 hours to clean up, but that 
in a pinch he can do it in 24. Any- 
one who dares to vote for France will 
rue his act the rest of his life—if 
Germany wins.

ALTRUISM VICTORIOUS WASHINGTON, May 27.—The al- 

truists did not waste their time 
trying to influence the congressional conference committee work- 
ing on the stock market bill and securities act changes. 

They just moved into the private conference room and help- 
ed Aes superintend the job, so they would be sure it was done 
right. 

Altruists Nos. 2 and 3 (Tom Corcoran and Ben Cohen) 
never missed a conference committee meeting. Alutruist No. 1 
(Jim Landis) came in only when the securities act amendments 
were under consideration. He was so busy administering the act 
downtown he could not spare more time. 

It is customary for a congressman to explain the results of 
each confidential meeting afterward to the press. That job was 
performed each day for the stock market conferees by the No. 3 
altruist, Ben Cohen, who explained everything better than most 
congressmen do. : 


MORAL Thus, Mr. Roosevelt’s Little Red Riding Hoods have 
been putting it over on the wolves of Wall Street 
again. In fact, they tied the wolves up outside. 

The congressmen were glad enough to have them do it. 
Indeed, they invited the Hoodsmen in. There is nothing particularly 
wrong about that, if the advice given is good. Experts of the gov- 
ernment usually consult in private with congressional committees 
and sit in on executive sessions. All these three are government 
employes. 

Messrs. Corcoran and Cohen wrote the stock regulation bill 
and Mr. Landis wrote most of the securities act. No one knows 
more about them. The Wall Streeters charge they are prejudiced, 
but they insist they are working for the people. 

At any rate, there is a moral in that for all aspiring young 
altruists. If you want the right kind of legislation, write it your- 
self, guide it through congress yourself and then administer it. 


SECURITIES ACT The best phase of the Hoodsmen’s _ work 


was on modification of the securities act. 

The original changes included one whereby a man who loses 
his money in stocks cannot sue for damages unless he proves that 
he relied on an untruthful statement of a corporation official in 
buying the stock. 

Lawyers can see what that would do to securities regulation. 
Few stock buyers would ever be able_to establish such proof. The 
punitive features of the act would not be very sharp. 

The altruists changed that around coyly so the burden of 
proof is removed from the loser. All he has to do is to say he 
relied on an untruthful statement of a corporation official, and 
he can sue. That puts the teeth back in. It permits almost any- 
one to sue. 

The result is that, unless the lawyers find some new hidden 
loopholes, the original claws of the act will not be dulled mate- 
rially by the current changes. 


AID The altruists could have done little without excellent con- 

gressional leadership. Their mainstays have been Repre- 
sentative Rayburn, Senators Fletcher and Byrnes. Messrs. Ray- 
burn and Byrnes contributed the shrewd congressional strategy, 
while Fletcher acted as mouthpiece. 

Nearly all democratic and some republican congressmen placed 
entire faith in the. Hoodsmen. Even President Roosevelt went tq 
their assistance at times when they got into a particularly tight 
lace. 
: The result is that the conservatives were completely out, for 
probably the first time in the history of such regulatory legislation. 


STRIKES The administration has also been at work actively, 
but quietly, in another quarter for the Wagner labor 
bill, another liberal measure. 

Some people have had their doubts as to whether Mr. Roose- 
velt supported the measure, but, on the inside, he has been work- 
ing hand in hand with Senator Wagner and Miss Peakins for it, 
all the time. 

The current wave of strikes over the country enables them 
to push a reluctant senate committee into reporting the bill. 

The same thing is happening in regard to this legislation as on 
the stock bill. In the end, it will go through despite the objections 
of manufacturers’ organizations. 

The Wagner bill opposition was misled to Mr. Roosevelt’s an- 
nouncement that he was going to send congress a special mes- 
sage on social legislation. He told Democratic Floor Leader Byrnes 
| he would recommend that such legislation be submitted to a con- 
_gressional committee for investigation during the summer, with a 
view to action next session. That would delay it. 

What Mr. Roosevelt had in mind was the 30-hour week bill 
and the six-day week bill for rail employes, He would really like 
to sidetrack those until next session. 

Byrnes had run down to the White House, reporting: that these 
measures were getting out of hand as well as the Frazier-Lempke 
inflation bill and the McLeod bank bill payoff. 

At no time did the president really intend to ditch the Wagner 


bill.

In Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and parts of 
Missouri and Kansas, gun-toting is 
much more common among the law- 
abiding citizens than among the resi- 
dents of New York, Chicago and De- 
troit. The sheriffs and constables also 
bear a reputation for firmness in their 
dealings with the unruly and there 
was an illusion until «1 couple of years 
ago that an old-fashioned outlaw or a 
city hoodlum would stand no chance 
in that territory. If his victim didn't 
shoot it out with him the posse would 
chase him into the woods and if he 
got out of the woods by any chance 
the law would be pretty sure to shell 
him to death as he drove into the 
next town. 

But unfortunately for the prestige 
of the western sheriff and the great 
six-gun tradition, there began to oc- 
cur a series of misdeeds in the course 
of which sheriff and citizen were out- 
shot by native bad-men and certain 
officers of the law, to their great eim- 
barrassment, were not only disarmed 
but abducted. Quite recently, outside 
Chicago, a party of three suburban 
policemen, all well armed and trav- 
eling in a police car, gave up their 
guns to a party of three bandits one 
of whom was tentatively identified as 
John Dillinger. However, the suburbs 
of Chicago are not the southwest and 
suburban or county cops generally are 
political appointees, no better than 
the politicians who appoiut them, and 
inferior to the common harness-cop 
of the big city. In many of the com- 
munities which support them the 
principal duty of the county cop is 
to prey on the motorist from else- 
where and vital emergencies may call 
for qualities which are not required 
in collecting victims for the roadside 
shakedown courts.

of the passing of his laws to cut down 
crime, 

_ “Karly last year, right after I went 
into office and found it necessary to 
cope with numerous bands of crim- 
inals, I found out that the tuings 
most needed were laws to give us 
authority to step in on cases which 
were proving troublesome to uuthori.- 
ties,” he said. “I put a coninission 
lo studying things over. Just recent. 
ly we have had a number of new Jaws 
passed and things are going to be dif- 
ferent in the future. 

“We have made it a federal offense 
to send ransom notes or kidnap 
threats across a state line. We have 
made it a federal offense to kil] or 
ussault federal officers on duty. We 
have made it a federal offense to flee 
across a state line to dodge prosecu- 
tion for a felony and also against the 
federal law for a witness to flee across 
a state line to avoid testifying in a 
criminal case and most important of 
all we have made it a federal offense 
for kidnapers to fail to return their 
victims unharmed.” 

United States to Step In. 

He went on to explain that in the 
future a seven-day disappearance will 
be considered prima tacie evidence 
that a kidnap victim has been harmed 
and will give federal authorities u 
chance to step into the case before it 
becomes impossible of solution. 

“We certainly consider we have 
made great headway,” he said. “We 
have the weapons with which to fight 
now. I feel that two or three other 
important laws will be enacied along 
this line before the session closes and 
from now on we are going to make 
the way of the transgressor more than 
hard.” 

The attoumee generet didn’t want to 
talk much about his near meeting 
with Capone.

the country.” 

The attorney-general was shown 
through the federal prison from the 
front door to the huge playground 
which extends the length of the tall, 
gray rear wall. 

The inner workings of the prison 
was explained to the man whose de- 
partment has charge of the prisons as 
well as prosecution of the lawless. 

The prison hospital, fixed to ac- 
commodate alk the ailing inmates, was 
inspected, as was the playground. 
where prisoners may play tennis or 
baseball, pitch horseshoes, or walk 
with friends. He was told that every 
prisoner had at least half an hour 
on the playground each day. The 
prison auditorium, where movies are 
shown on Saturdays and Sundays, 
drew an expression of approval from 
the attorney-general, 

Sees “Solitary” Block. 

Visiting the solitary confinement 
block, Mr. Cummings saw the dark, 
bare cells where recalcitrant prisou- 
ers mend their ways, 

“I’ve seen much worse places than 
that,” he commented. 

He said he was partial toward re- 
vision of the present method of plac- 
ing prisoners in three classifications. 
Of the Atlanta inmates, 1,954 are in 
the first, or highest, class, while only 
four are in the other two. The at- 
torney-general believes such a system 
could be profitably rearranged, for 
under the present system a prisoner 
can be put in solitary confinement 
and still come out a member of the 
first class, eligible for privileges. 

“You've a well kept and well or- 
dered prison here,” he told the war- 
den as the party was leaving. “It is 
well disciplined and it is modern, 
clean and sensible.” 

Late Sunday afternoon, Mr. Cum- 
mings visited the home of Robert C.

When we admit that one cannot re- 
trace one’s steps and live life over 
again, we may accept the fact that we 
might as well savor it and enjoy it as 
we go along and not always be striv- 
ing for something in the future which 
after all we may never achieve nor 
enjoy. 

Into every household, very soon aft- 
er it becomes a household, there en- 
ters the question of society and so it 
seems fitting tor us to inquire where 
and what is society? 

There was a time when it meant 
little group of people, set apart 
from the rest, fortunate people who 
had not only money but through some 
-aceident of birth or of circumstance, 
‘were thrown with those whose word 


}and action carried weight in the com- 


munity and who were the people look- 


their fellowmen. 

But this kind of society has more 
or less ceased to exist. 

People “in society’ today are the 
people of great wealth, or the people 
who manage to appear in newspapers 
‘frequently as being associated with 
people of great wealth. One's grand- 
| parents may have belonged to the best 
blood in America, who fought and 
‘bled for freedom in their different 
generations, but that will not give 
one recognition today in society if one 
is penniless or even has to be careful 
of one’s expenditures.

LONDON, May 27.—(4)—Through- 
out Great Britain today, W. Lawson 
Little was being hailed as “another 
and greater Bobby Jones” but the 


beefy broad-shouldered Californian, 
newly-crowned British amateur golf 
champion, will be the last to claim 
the mantle discarded by the famous 
Atlantan. 

Several nights prior to the Walker 
cup matches at St. Andrews, Little 
entertained a group of friends in a 
hotel parlor. with an imitation of the 
swings characteristic of a half-dozen 
of the world’s best golfers, including 
Jones. He imitated Bobby sv perfect- 
ly that he led one onlooker to ask 
why, since he knew exactly how Jones 
did it, he shouldn’t be an equally 
great player. 

“Nope,” Little replied seriously, 
“we can imitate him but nobody can 
play the same golf. For one thing 
Bobby gets a greater twist at the hips 
than any other player.” 

Nevertheless it is a coincidence that 
Little’s greatest idol since he started 
playing the game should be the man 
with whom he now is compared. 

WANTED PLEASURE. 

As far back as the American ama- 
teur championship of 1929 at Pebble 
Beach, Little suffered keen disappoint- 
ment when Jones was eliminated by 
Johnny Goodman because he would 
have gotten to play the Atlantan in 
the next round. 

“I didn’t think I could beat him,” 
Little said, “but I wanted the. pleas- 
ure of playing him.” 

All eight other members of the 
American Walker cup team agreed 
when they arrived here that Little 
was the most improved player of the 
year. Especially has he gained new 
mastery over his irons to go with his 
naturally great driving and putting 
ability.

Industrial Activity Fails | 


To Dim Prospects. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—(/)—Al- 


though seasonal curtailment of indus- | 
trial operations was still in evidence | 


during the past week, trade reports 
were a little brighter. 

Retail sales of new automobiles 
have improved, and the mercantile 
reviews indicated a little improvement 
in merchandise distribution generally, 


both at wholesale and retail. 

Further curtailment in such lines 
as steel and automobiles during the 
earlier part of the simmer were wide- 
ly forecast, but business analysts gen- 
erally saw no indication of a break 
in the underlying recovery trend. 

The weekly report of freight car 
loadings disclosed a gain of 1.6 per 
cent over the previous week. This 
was largely due to an increase in ore 
shipments, but it was larger than the 
usual seasonal rise for the period. 
The total of 611,142 cars was about 
4 per cent above the like week of 
1933, and 18 1-2 per cent over 1932 
but still well under the 754,738 cars 
moved in the like period of 1931. 

Electric power production was 
trifle larger than for the previous 


week, but its advance was fiot aWte | 


as large as‘the seasonal trend indi- 
cated, Steel production was estimat- 
ed by Steel at 57 per cent of capacity, 
off 2 percentage points. Moody’s sea-
